Energetic Perry Heath, Assistant Postmaster- 
General, Takes Care of Friendly 
New York Bankers. 


ROOT, THE WAR SECRETARY. 
LOOKS AFTER PHILLIPINE PIE. 


Nice, Tidy Businegs of $3,000,000 a Month Is Quickly 
Shifted to ‘‘Our Directors;’’ M’Kinley Approves It; 
Postoffice Funds and Cuban and Hawa- 
lian Finances Taken Care Of.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Scanda! follows 
upon scandal. Many of the officials of the 
Administration will be brought irto disre- 
pute through their connection with various 
banking institutions while holding Govern- 
ment positions. Postoffice, Treasury, War 
and Colonial Bureau officials, and even the 
President himself are invoived. 

Perry 8S. Heath, First Assistant Postmas- 
ter General, seems to have figured promi- 
nently. About the most audacious of the 
Administration deals is in reference to the 
Cuban finances. 

Mr. Heath, the tntimate of President Mc- 
Kinley and Senator Hoar, assisted by oth- 
er officials of the National Administration, 
had the North American Trust Company of 
New York appointed the judiciary agent of 
the United States. Mr. Heath, Assistant 
Secretary of War Meiklejohn and other 
Government officials are interested in the 
bank. Ths plan to profit through their of- 
ficial connection with the Government goes 
back prior to the evacuation of Cuba by 
the Spaniards. 

When United States troops were taking 
possession of the island, agents represent- 
ing all branches of business were sent to 
Havana. Among them was one Mr. Jar- 
vis of New York City, whose mission was 
much of a mystery. He confideu 
tentions to no one, anc smilingly answered 
that he cane Cown to see the country. With 
the assisfance of C. Lawton Childs & Co., 
the Havana agents of the Plant railroad 
and steamship interests, he organized a 
“branch of the North American Trust Com- 
pany of New York.’ Government officials 
soon began arriving in the island and all de- 
posited their funds with this bank. On 
May 11, 1899, it was appvinted the fiscal 
agent of the United States in Cuba. 


A number of administration officials were 
offered an interest in the institution, and 
one at least refused to enter the scheme. 
The North American Trust Company hand- 
led all Government moneys in Cuba for cus- 
toms, taxes, licenses, internal revenue, re- 
ceipts, postal funds, receipts from: the tele- 
graph which Is operated by the Govern- 
ment, and the Secretary of the Treasury 
is authorized to deposit funds there for the 
payment of the army of occupation. The 
volume of business amounts to abou* $79.- 
000,000 a year, all of which is handled 
through the North American Trust Com- 
pany. The institution has established 
branches throughout the tsiand, and by the 
favor of the Governmen: in depositing Its 
moneys are enabled to carry on a large 
commercial! business. 

The Trust Company, !n addition to its 
commercial business, transfers money from 
its Havana branch to its home office in New 
York, for which it is paki by the Govern- 
ment, and also enjoys the use of the Gov- 
ernment money. But this is no: the Assis:- 
ant Postmaster-General's only money-mak- 
ing “transaction. 

Mir. Heath and his brother. about two 
years ago, became the chief figures in the 
Seventh National Bank of New York. The 
postoffice funds had been deposited in the 
Chase Nationa! Bank thefe, but soon after 
the Heaths wer: to the Seventh National 
Bank, the fund Was transferred to their 
bank. This fund is about $200,000 a day, and 
can remain with the bank from one to W 
days, at the will of the Postmaster-General, 
thougts in such matters the direct manage- 
ment thereo! is in Mr. Heath's hands. The 
free use of $200,000 each day for BO business

An explanation was sought at the posi- 
office department. regarding the change in 
the New York postoffice depository bank 
from the Chase National Bank to the Sev- 
enth National Bank. ' 

PPostmaster-Gencral Smith declined :o dis- 
cuss the matter for publication. He said 
all such matters came properly under the 
First Assistant Postmaster-General's super- 
vision. “My approval of the change !s mefe- 
ly «a perfunctory matter." 

It can be stated authoritively, however. 
that at the time this change was made, last 
spring, the explanation was that the Chase 
National Bank no longer desired to bandle 
the funds of the department, that the Sev- 
enth National was a young bank, and while 
“there ix mot much profit in handling post- 
office Money.” | desired the distinction of 
being designated as a “depository.” 

Explanation was further made that 
changes of the banks of deposit of the post- 
office depar:ment are frequently made. and 
om very slight pretext. It is no unusual

Still this does not end the records of the 
First Assistant Postmaster-Genera!. Mr. 
Heath and others have filed an application 
with the Comptroller of the Curreney for 
a charter for a nationa! bank in Honolulu. 
This will undoubtedly be granted as soon 
as the laws of the United States appiy to 
the islande. 

The Comptroller of the Currency holds 
that the syndicate tn which Mr. Heath and 
his brother, Fletcher S., are interested, 
have filed the first application, and conse- 
quently are entitled ‘to be given the char- 
ter of the first national bank. 

Mr. Heath is now interested in “The 
First American Bank of Hawaii. Limited.’’ 
which will be resolved into a national bank 
as soon as the United States laws appiy. 


The officers of the bank are Ceci! Lrown, 
President; B. F. Dillingham. Vice-Presi- 
dent, and W. G. Cooper, Cash'er. Mr. 
Heath's name does not appear on the let- 


ter head of the bank, although his connec- 
tion with it is not denied.

NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—Mrs. Ledyard Ste- 
vena who testified last week in the Howe-

reau of Socal Requirements two years ago 
it was a distinct novelty, and people jouoked 
askance upon it. For awhile Mra, Steveng 
found things very siow in the dainty rooms 
in Forty-second street which she had 
equipped for her new purpose. But Mrs. 
Btevens jis not easily daunted. She knew 
society needed just such conveniences as 
she was prepared to offer, and she waited 
and worked until society came to know

To-day there is scarcely a househo!d of 
eocial pretension in New York City that 
has not come to know Mrs. Stevens and 
to call her name blessed. 

She is everything from bootblack to 
chaperone, from intelligence officer to 
guest, from counselor: to eritle, a provider 
of servants, guests, entertainments, a dec- 
orator of people and the.r homes, a dis- 
penser of information and of elegance. 

Mrs. Stevens is also an aristocrat; o:her- 
wise she couldn't afford to be a_ boot- 
black. She is a direct descendant of Gov, 
Stuyvesant and some of the best families 
in New York decorate the branches of her 
family tree. 

Mrs. Stevens entertains very lebelan 
views about labor, however. She Goes not 
consider that 't casts any shadow over her 
biue blood, and the blue blood, she con- 
tends, certainly doesn't hurt the ay of 
the labor. In her particular line ft is @ 
great help 

If Mrs. Stevens had not heen born and 
bred a gentlewoman, reared in the environ- 
ment which made her fam.iiar with all 
sorts of social requirements, sl.e would not 
now be In a poxition to eell her knowledge. 

“Tt is knowlcoge of every sort.” she sald, 
when seen wy) a reporter, “and it is not 
crly to peopie unfamiilae with eocial re- 
quirements Ciuat am a necessity. ‘True, 
the people who acquire mo.ev ani wikh to 
know just now to spend ft (withovt mak'ng 
‘breaks’) forn a large par’ of my clineniele, 
but I have aio found eome o* ae pec- 
ple of wealth and refinement who know 
as much ie ntout the niceties of life, 
but whose duties in society are greater 
than thelr time and streugth can accom- 
Viioh, 

“What are they? Why, everything that 
pertains to entertainment. If the hostess 
who is to give a large dinner party or re- 
ception at night has.a dozen teas on for 
the afternoon, a musicale for the morning, 
a luncheon, a stop at the tallors, cards 
to be left and answered, and a hundred 
other duties, she cannot do her own en- 
tertainment justice, can she? 8o0 she sends 
for me. I do just as much or as little as 
she wishes. If she wishes me to take 
charge of everything I do it. 

“One thing I have cultivated above all 
others, Is the power of perfect management. 
I like to take complete charge. I can car- 
ry a hundred details in my mind at once; 
the decorations, the menus, the arrange- 
ments of guests, the favors and the wheels 
that go round behind the butiler's pantry 
and in the kitchen, and upon which the 
success or failure of a dinner depend. * 

“How much? It does not greatly matter. 
If you wish to invest $ or $000 tn an en- 
tertainment I can advise you how to get the 
best and most for your money. 

“To what do I attribute my success? To 
Deing able to do all the things that I order 
other people to do. I believe I have tried 
everything.’

The arrest of John W. Baker, a commis- 
Bion bfoker, Friday on the charge of 
Using the malis to defraud has developed 
& #eurprising condition of affaira. 

From complaints in his possession Chicf 
Postoffice Inspector lice estimates that 
Baker's out-of-town patrons have lost in 
the aggregate over $lw.onm. He thinks the 
figure mentioned ts smal: and has decided 
10 institute a searching Investigation to 
ascertain the full extent of Baker's opera- 
tions. | 

“The acheme,”’. sald Mr. Dice to the Past- 
Dispatch, “‘measured = trom a financial 
standpoint is one of the jurgest that has 
ever been brought to the attention of this 
department. For seven months we have 
been looking into the affairs of the firm of 
Baker & Co. but owing to their methods and 
the fact that any of their patrons were 
unwilling to Reparath. fearing they would 

hen lose the entire amount of thelr in- 
vestment, We were unable to make rapid 
headway. 

“The brokerage concern in New York, 
of which W. I. Miller was the chief 
promoter, and in which there were in- 
vested hundreds of thousands of dollars, is 
parallel to the present cuse. 

“In every town of importance, almost, In 
the vicinity of St. Lou's Kaker numbers his 
alleged patrons. He employed three travel- 
ing agents, who conducted the negotiations 
with them At. Marissa, Pinckneyville, 
Coultervil.e, Sparta, Murphysboro, Bast 8t. 
Louls/and scores of other piaces in South- 
ern Illinois, peraons were induced to invest 
their ‘hard-earnei savings on the promise 
of handieame cash returns 

“According em the information I have at 
hand Baker got from $20 to $6000 out of 
each of the towns I have mentioned. There 
js no telling how far the scheme has gone or 
what territory it has covered. I have ar- 
ranged to send inspectors through Ohio, 
Illinois, Indiana and v ssourl at the earliest 
time possible. The results may be aston- 
ishing to some people, but not more s0 
than I anticipate.”’ 

The recent disappearance of Frederick 
Heinemann postmaster of Kirkwood, be- 
cause of a shortage hr his accounts, Is 
due, so the authorities fay, to his invest- 
ments in the concern of Baker & Co. 

“Heinemann'’s downfa}).” said Mr. Dice, 
“was due to his epeculitions, From his 
records or rather memoranda which he lett, 
we have ascertaine:| that he lost heavily in 
his dealings with Baker & Co.” 

Heinemann was about ™ years old and 
had been prominent for years ig the politi- 
cal circles of St. Louls County. He was 
always regarded as a man of strict in- 
tegrity and the news that he was short in 
his accounts astounded the community. 

He left Kirkwood while the authorities 
were on their wav there armed with a 
warrant for his arrest He has not been 
geen since. and thouch Government de- 
tectives are stil] searching. for him, no clew 
to his whereabouts has been found, Sub- 
spepent’y his wife and family moved to 

. Louis and are resiling with Mrs. Hetne- 
mann’s relatives. They assert they have 
no idea where Heinemann is. 

Baker distributed ctrevlars. showtnge the 
character of his business, throughout the 
country and particular'y tn the Fast. He 
advertised itn some «f the Philadelphia 
papers and his offers to make the poor 
wealthy and the rich happy were both 
Plausible and alluring. 

He guaranteed in effect that money could 
mot be lost {f placed with him for specula- 
tion. To manyv—Postoffice inepectay Dice 
eays—he represented that he had an op- 
tion on corn, and of that staple he could 
always have at his command about 2.- 

000, bushels. If the market on corn de- 
clined he would buv what are known as 
uts, that is, he woukld find a market where 
e could invest the money at the (ower 
re. For instance, if corn were selling at 

cents a bushel and it declined to 2, 

would arrange to invest at the last men- 


erations, which may be cieared at the pre- 
liminary examinatfon, which is set for next 
ay. 

Baker, go letters and circulars purporting 
to have been written by him set forth, 
promised his customers a dividend of 
per cent a week. In order to secure this 
amount the investor was required to de- 
posite the prictpal. There wes no stipula- 
thon as to when the principal was to be paid 
back and Baker, it is saxl, contended that 
no money would be returned @s long as 
he was paying dividends. 

The feature of this p.an was thet where, 
for exaropile, $1@@Q was invested only $20 
a week would have to be paid.

he authorities «:arge that in no instance 
to their knowledge wes the principal re- 
turned by? Baker and therein they claim, 
lies the fraud. They assert he could have 
kept on indefinitely, as he had begun, since 
by procuring new patrons ail the ti 
would have an abundant supply of cash 
ounstantiy on hand. 

Mr. Dice says the echeme may be lik- 
ened to an endless chain affair, which is 
bound to end disastrously to the 
ohance takers. - 

“You can’t get something for nothing, 
ihe added, ** that’s what Mr. Baker pro- 
posed to give. If he cou.dn’t lose on grain 
deals, then neither could anybody else. If 
he had @ system of beating the market, 
wouldn’t he have all the trade he wanted 
in St. Louis? He demanded invariably that 
the principal be deposited before ‘he paid 
out a dividend. His principals are a bI£ 
stake. When he commenced paying the 
divktend, naturally the investor would sug- 
gest the scheme to hfs friends ami that 
woukl bring him a new lot of people who 
wanted to get rich in a tburry. Baker 
just made one mistake, ‘he used the United 
States mails."’ 

Three o1 four residents of Xenia, as 
arrived in St. Louis last week and calie< 
on Mr. Dice to inquire about Baker’s mode 
of operations. Among them was M. M. 
Blackstone, a minent attorney of Xenia, 
and J. F. Snider of the same place. ; 

“Our people are grabbing at thie gold 
brick scheme,” sali Mr. B.ackstone, “like 
good fellows, and we want to put a stop 
to them if we can convince them the thing 
is fraudulent.” 

. Snider confessed that he was a vic- 
tim and added that he amd several of his 
fellow townsmen had invested a total of 


Mr. Dice said he would take immediate 
action and suggested that Mr. Blackstone 
ask Baker for an accounting as 4 prepara- 
tory movement. 

Raker was seen at the Gay Butiding, 
where he ‘Mas a fine suite of offices oc- 
cupied by himse!f, a bookkeeper, an office- 
boy aml a etenographer. 

Mr. Blackstone told him he had come to 
demand the money which was due his 
clients, not only tihe dividends but the pr'in- 
cypal. Baker smiled and said that owing 
to an unfortunate disagreement with the 
bank his notes had gone to protest and 
he would be obliged to request his caller 
to give him a few days’ time. But Mr. 
Biackstone wes insistenf and finally, Black- 
stone says, Baker informed him he was try- 
ing his best tw call certain deals, but was 
unable to do so. ; 

Tie attorney was then shown the books 
of the concern. There were seven ledgers 
in which Mr. Blackstone says were writ- 
ten the names of hundreds of persons 
with the amounts they had invested 
marked after their names. 

In explaining 'rtiow he operated Baker told 
Blackstone that he pooled the entire sums 


entrusted to him so that all his winnings, 


were made ina lump. Mr. Blackstone as- 
sumed an indifferent air and said: ‘‘Well, 
of course, you know I know Httle or noth- 
ing of how you are conductirg your af- 
fairs because I am more of a farmer than 
a lawver. That is, I have a smattering 
of the law and [nm all my experience I never 
ran te a sharper man than you appear 
to Ve 

The interview did not seem to disturb 
Baker, and ‘his visitors departed a trifle 
wiser than they had been on the subject of 
speculation. 

Three weeks ago there was a run, so to 
speak, on the bank of Baker & Co., and 
anxious investors from a score of cities 
clamored for admittance to Baker's office. 
They said they ‘had been reliably informed 
the concern was about to declare itseif 
bankrupt, and they wanted their money 
before any such proceedings took place. 

Mr. Baker reassured his excited patrons. 
He said there was a misapprehension aris- 
ing from certain complications he had had 
with two of the banks, and which he said 
was absolutely unfounded. 

Mr. Baker further stated at the time 
that his customers were frightened because 
of the reported raid on the bucket shops 
and two or three firms in Chicago with 
which he was supposed to have had con- 
nection. Thus his creditors were dismissed, 

Postoffice Inspector Moore, who was de- 
talled to investigate, ascertained that two 
St. Louls banks had requested Baker to 
withdraw his accounts, saying they did 
not care to handle them, which fact, Baker 
pays, greatly crippled him temporarily. He 
was obliged to get checks from outside per- 
sons to pay his clients their munificent 
weekly dividends. One of the banks which 
refused his deposits is shown on Baker's 
circular as a reference.

Sheriff Barnickol of Belleville 
Shot in the Arm. 


HiS TURNKEY OVERPOWERED. 


SHERIFF TWICE SHOT ONE OF THE 
PRISONERS. 


Ed Revely Will Die as a Result of Mr. 
Barnickol’s Deadly Aim—The 
Others Were Quickly 
Quieted. 


The prisoners in the St. Clair County Jal! 
at Belleville mutinied last night and at- 
tempted to escape. They overpowered 
Fred B. Phillips, the turnkey, handcuffed 
him and took his revolver and keys from 
him. Sheriff Barnickol was ehot through 
the arm, The sheriff shot Ed Revely, one 
of the prisoners, twice. He will die. 

The mutiny took place between 6 and 7 
o’clock. Sheriff Barnickol was at supper 
in his apartments adjoining the jail. Fred 
B. Phillips, ewho was appointed turnkey 
only two weeks ago, to succeed Frank 
Wattowa, left the office and went up to 
the second tier of cells to lock the pris- 
oners in for the night. The celle are in- 
closed in a modern iron oage. During the day 
the prisoners are perm.tted to mingle in 
the cage. At night they are locked in 
their separate celis. The doors of the ceils 
are all locked simultaneously by means of 
a lever in a box at the east end of the 
cage. The cage is surrounded by a corri- 


or. 

When Phillips went up the tron stairs 
there were four trusties !n the corridor. 
He opened the door to the oage to *r- 
mit them to enter. As he did so the four 
men closed in on him, pinioned him and

At the top of the stairs he was met by 
Fd Revely, at the head of a crowd of about 
#) prisoners. He sheld Phinips’ revolver in 
his hand. He and the Sheriff fired simul- 
tanéousiy. The ball from the revolver held 
by the prisoner struck Barnickol fn the left 
arm, below the elbow. Within a few feet 
of each other both fired again. With a 
scream of pain Revely sank to the floor 
of the corridor. Ome of the bullets from 
the Sheriff's revolver had struck him in 
ne leg. The other had passed through his 
abdomen and inflicted a mortal wound. 

The other prisoners, when they saw Re- 
vely fall, hesitated and fell back. The sec- 
ond shot fired by the prisoner had not 
taken effect on the Sheriff. He held the 
crowd of prisoners at bay, with the smok- 
ing revolver pointed at them across the 
form of Revely. 

Mrs. Barnicko!l had followed her husband 
asfarasthe jail door. Listening there. in 
fear and trembling, she heard the hoarse 
shouts, the curses, the hurrying feet and 
then the shots. Instead of fainting she 
rushed to the telephone in the corridor and 
rang the bell furiously. “The Police Sta- 


tion, quick,’’ she said, when there was an | 


answer. 

All of the night police were gathered at 
the station, ready to go out on their beats 
at 7 o'clock. Capt. Yaekel was at the desk 
when the telephone bell rang. He shouted 
to the policemen to follow him and dashed 
out of the station. 

They raced across the Public Square and 
through the alley between the Courthouse 
and the jail. They found Mrs. Barnickol 
wringing her hands at the jail door. Since 
the shots no sound had come from the in- 
terior of the jail. George Rebhan, an at- 
torney, had heard the shots in his office on 
the Public Square, and had arrived at the 
ail just ahead of the police. Finding two 
ocked doors between him and the seat of 
trouble, he asked Mrs. Barnicko! if there 
Wds nothing with which the doors could 
be broken down. She told him where a 
sledge hammer could be found. He had 
just procured it when the police arrived. 

The ecastiron outer door was assaulted 
with the hammer and gave way under the 
blows which were rained upon it. The 


, police rushed up the stairs with drawn re- 


volvers, 

They found Sheriff Bardfickol standing at 
the head of the stairs commanding the 
door to the cage with his revolver. The 
prisoners had all huddled back into the 
cage when they heard the assault on the 
door below. Blood was flowing from the 
Sheriff's left arm. Revely, the prisoner, 
Was groaning on the floor. 

The prisoners were locked in the celis, 
Phillips was released and doctors were sent 
for. Dr. Washirzton West arrived ond 
examined the wounds of the two men. He 
said the ball had probably lodged in the 
bone of Barnickol'’s arm. After a hasty 
examination of Revely’s wound he said the 
man could ot live more than a few hours. 

Revely was awaiting trial on a charge of 
stealing harness from several farmers. He 
is said to bea criminal with a long record. 

One of the prisoners, it was discovered 
later, had got tnto the sma!l elevator which 
runs between the kitchen and the jail 
floors. But Mrs, Barnickol stopped tne 
elevator between floors, without knowing 
there was a man in it. When he was fina!- 
ly found, the man was almost smothered 
to death. 

Sheriff Barnickol says that when he found 
Revely had a pistol leveled at him he 
threw his arm aeross his heart, and by 
that means saved his Hfe. for the bullet 
intended for his heart crashed into his 
arm.

Organ That Is an Authority on Min- 
ing Tells the Intending In- 
| vestor How to Protect 
Himself. 


NEW YORK. Jan. 13—A lasge number 
of mining compantes have been floated 


‘lately, the stock of which has been taken 


by individuals who would not Know @ mine 
from an artesian well.. Most of these have 
stock in the concerns on the 
strength of some very rich looking ore 
shown to them by a promoter, ostenta- 
tiously dispiayed in a broker's window. 

In the office of every mining company 
that has not been long before the public 
can be found some magnificent epecimens 
of ore. Near these there is generally a 
fluent man, wh» talks in a Mulberry Sel- 
lers kind of way about the enormous divi- 
dends that will be paid by a mine that 
contains euch mineral. 

When the @nvestor himself goes and in- 
spects the mine a bewhiskered person in @ 
slouch hat who looks as if he jad just 
come out of a border drama shows him 
around and points out to him things that 
glitter. Thereupon the investor writes 
checks and secures paper stock certificates. 
It is only the astute investor who knows 
enough to employ a reliable mining engli- 
neer to ascertain the truth.

Finally, say the expefts, 
teresting to exhibit a serles 
Animals of various genera, beginning with 
the lowest and enting with man, to show 
se development of the bony skeleton in 

mature. Thos would seeve to fllustrate in- 
oy nmtally whe differentiagqon of the fore- 
legs from the hindlegs, Which reaches {ts 
eulmination In the human being. Most peo- 
ple do not realize, though ft is a fact, that 
the forelegs of a horse are vaatly differ- 
ent from the hindlegs Few things are 
more curious than a comparison between 
a horse's skeleton and that of a man, 
ee eile by pretty nearly every 
one in the latter's make-up having its 
Place in the structure of the former, so 
that, looking at the two together, one re- 
Q@lizes that the creatures they represent, 
though so little alike to the casual] eye, ate, 
in realitv, cousins, being derived from the 
Seme original ancestry, 

The collection referred to doubtless will 
include skeletons of the great anthropoid 
apes, of which the chimpanzee’s is by far 
the most I'ke that of man. Next comes the 
gortila, which, though commonly pictured 
standing up on its hind legs. in reality 
rarely aseumes the erect attitude, tts cus- 
tomary mode of locomotion being on all 
foura and supnorting iteelf upon the knuck- 
les of its hands. Man its the only anthro- 
pold that wa'ks on the flat of the foot, that 
member tn the anes being set obliquely. 

An important feature of the colle ‘tion, 
necessarily, will be a eerfes of akulls repre- 
Fenting the various people of the world. 
Few things are more puzzling to the stu- 
dent of euch matters (than the differences 
found in the ehapes of human crania. The 
extremely short and broad akull ts exem- 
plifile! by the Lapp, while the head plece 
of the African negro ts long and narrow. 
In Furope there are three distinct kinds 
of skulls the long, northern tyne. such as 
that of the German: the short, Alpine type. 
Such as that of the Swiss; and the long 
Fauthern type, which last {fs found ail 
around the Mediterranean Nobody knows 
the reason for these divergences in the 
most important part of othe human bony 
Structure, though tt Is certain that they 
back to the most distant prehistoric epoc 
At one time it was asserted by some au- 
thorities that the ehort and broad skull waa 
the best for brains. but th's idea has been 
fought down by the Germans, who are 
themselves so notably long-headed. One 
thing not 1" paste to deny ia that the high- 
arched with culture the world 
over being a mark of low 
phveleal and mental development, 

nm many respects the human ekeleton 
represent= a type much lower anatomical- 
ly than thoee of some other animals. For 
@XAMI'« Man is so constructed as to be 
Obliged to walk sluegishiy on the flat of 
hin foot. instead of moving swiftly and 
gracefully upen one or two toes, as do 
the borse. the Roeky Mountain goat and 
the deer. It is only in the hand that one 
discovers an advantage in structure which 
aeems Fe) express the Mypye lent tion of a 
comeclousness supertor to that of the beast. 

During the last few years the Goverb- 
ment has dug up some queer human re- 
Mains tin various places. From a prehis- 
foric mound tin afninama was obtained a 
skull that was completely filled with snail 
shelis though for what purpose cannot be 
imagined. Near Chillicothe, O.. were un- 
earthed several skeletons wearing copper 
miske—another unique discovery in arch- 

aeology. Most remarkable of all was & 
human skull of fron-—not produced by art!- 
fice, mind you, but so made by nature.

AMERICAN SHIPPING.

WABHINGTON, Jan. 13.—The Senate 
committee in charge of the shipptng bill 
to-day heard F. B. Thurber, representing 
the LU nited States ken port Association, who 
said the universal bevlef among American 
manufacturers and shippers was that this 
country must have a merchant marine to 
export Amerl an produ ts. The bill, he 
said, was a potent factor in the Interests 
of the great masses of laboring people of 
the United States. 

Mr. Theodore 4 Search of Phi ladeiphia, 
poesident of the American Manufacturers’ 
Association, maintained that the enact- 
ment of the pending bill wouid be of im-

It is supposed that entrance was made

There are two sets of fovutprints 
around the house and directly beneath the 
window through which entrance was made.

lhe other footprints were elther made b 
a boy or a woman. They are small enoug 
to be a woman's, Dut the toe is too wide 
for a& woman's imprint, unless the 
“lady’’ burgiar wears tnese dashing hew 
style boots, with broad toes. 

‘The diamond jewelry that was taken, 
amounting in value to $175, was the prop- 
erty of Mre. John CC. Vogel, an elderiy 
widowed aunt of Mr. Ohm. The other jew- 
elry and the money beionged to Mrs. Ohm. 
ihe thieves overiooked two large sums of 
money that were in canvas bags in a ward- 
rube and missed other jewelry. 

The Ohm house is a large stone and brick 
Structure, facing Lafayette Park, colonial 
style, with granite pillars supporting a front 
porch. The front door was locked and there 
were servants in the kitchen. Windows on 
the north side of the house, which look 
into a churchyard, were not locked. There 
are footprints beneath one of these windows 
and marks on the masonry indicate that 
there the thief climbed in. 

A broad hali runs through the center of 
the house on the first floor.

The rooms upstairs were then lighted up, 
ar it wns found that bureau drawers were 
open, beds turned topsy turvy and v.othing 
scattere| about. Every room Lad been vis- 
ited. The jewel case which had con- 
tained Mrs. Vogel's jewelry and was kept 
in her room on the south side of the house. 
was found on a bed in the front room 
on the north side. The bank was there 
aso. The jewel- case, which was locked, 
had been pried open. The bank door had 
been opened in the same way. 

A window in this room was open. Deep 
footprints beneath this open window 
showed where the thief Jumped out. He 
was probably tn Mra. Ohm's room when 
she entered it the firat tne and made his 
escape soon after she left. 

Mra. Ohm's joweiry was ly! loose tn a 
bireau drawer. There was other jewelry 
in another drawer of the same plece of fur- 
niture. The money that escaped the thief 
waa in a wardrobe in this room. 

The burglary Was reported to the police 
shortly after [t occurred.

BILLS TO BE PASSED 


HOUSE OF DELEGATES WILL MEET 
TO-MORROW MORNING. 


FOR TEMPORARY LIGHTING. 


Citizens Discussing Further Movement 
tc Accomplish Municipal Re- 
form in S&t. Louis. 


The House of Delegates wi!) hold a meet- 
ing at 1l o'clock to-morrow forenoon. The 
majority of the House have promised they 
will pass the temporary lighting bills at 
that time, and it is supposed they will keep 
their promise. At yesterday’s brief session 
the bills were read a second time. 


The passage of the bills will not result. 
immediately in the. turning on of the lights | 


in the public institutions, public buildings, 


parks and alleys. The situation brought 
about by the failure of the House of Dele- 
ates to pass the bills, introduced nearly 
hree months ago, will not be so easily re- 
lieve!. The Hghts cannot be turned on in 
less than three weeks. For that length of 
time candles and coaloil |amps must con- 
tinue to be used in the crowded institutions, 
Mhe danger of a holocaust will not be past 
for at jeast that long.

“Of all the writers I have ever read with 
respect. Mr. Crine makes the greatest num- 
ber of solecisms. Many of them bear the 
look of absolute Illiteracy; they are a« In- 
consistent with his capabilities for dia- 
criminating and recherche compoattion as 
Wordsworth's off-hours are with his Inspi- 
rations. That superb work, “The Red Badge 
of Courage,’ and the later, ‘Active Service,’ 
fairly bristle with these things. 

“Then he is wont to take ft Into his 
head to send his glorious argosy on some 
fool's errand of wanton affectation and 
triviahty. “These outlandish junketings 
marked many, though not all, of his ‘Black 
Rider’ lines, much of ‘George's Mother,’ 
the general idea (though, etrangely. not 
the detail) of ‘The Third Violet.’ and al- 
most all of that crazy nightmare, ‘War 
is Kind.’ 

“Yet, withal, Mr. Crane seems to me te 
be the most detinite and indtvidual of all 
our book writers; and I credit him with 
having written some of the best pages 
America has contributel to Hiterature, in 
*‘Maggzie” ‘The Red Badge,’ certain of the 
‘Black Rider’ lines, ‘The Open Boat,’ and 
In the two books just. published from his 
hand. 

**Active Service’ enambers some of Mr. 
Crane's tmpressions of Greece, which he 
Saw as a war correspondent. The hero 
is far from ideal; he stumbles into hero- 
ism more or less unintentionally; he takes 
good and fll fortune with a bad. grace 
generally; he 1s in short a hero by acel- 
dent, an average flawful character, peevish 
and irritable at worst and not very goodat 
best. But because he Is like the great aver- 
age of humanity, he is the more worthy of 
consideration. Though the books drags @& bit 
at first, it later enchains and hales along 
the interest unflaggingly, and this without 
sacriffc ins probabilities. 

“The heroine is a fine study, an American 
girl, whose deep emotions are held in atrict 
leash by a sturdy self-respect, Iier frump- 
ixh and «eballow mother and her petty and 
professional father are well characterised 
and an actress Is brought in to mix things 
up. As a psychological study of motives 
the book is keen; as a plece of narrative 
conetruction, the latter half of it shows 
an ability Mr. Crane has given little evie 
dence of before. 

“But, chiefly, the book ts worthy for ite 
details. There is an abundance of that 
minute observation that distinguishes Mr. 
C‘rane’'s manner. There is, furthermere, & 
warmth of amorous life that is unusual in 
hia prose; the love of the heroine for the 
his prose; the love of the heroine 
for the man 1s beautifully patnted, 
and when, after many misundere- 
standings, thev reach the great understand- 
ing in a crisis of danger, there is a nobiilty 
of situation. All ts petty again when @ 
silly contretemps culs the Gordian knot 
of love. There is a deep and faithful pathos 
in the scene where the herolne, #o strong 
in public, is found, by her foolish old fa- 
ther. ulone in the dark crying over her 
broken heart. Then, when the man of 
text books becomes for the nonce a man 
of action and reunites the lovers, there is 
anew height of power, all Is ecstatic, rose- 
colored and blissful, Now Mr. Crane writes 
like «a lover, with just the right luxury and 
eXtravagan oe.
